A feeling of true friendship had always axbeb- 
ed between the two peoples. Hungarians were 
bound to think well of the land from which their 
compatriots gratuitously sent home yearly an 
average of $125,000,000; the health spas of Bo- 
| hemia—Carlsbad, Marienbad and Franzensbad— 
were chiefly supported by Americans: lines of 5 
steamships connecting Trieste and Fiume. with 
New York were doing much to’spread good rela- | 
tions, and Uncle Sam had long been a good cus- 


‘always swarmed with American tourists and stu- 
dents. 

In the early.months of the conflict the Amer- 
ican embassy in Vienna would, on fete days and 
‘anniversaries, be fairly swamped with cards and 
friendly messages, and when somebody suggested 
in the papers that it would be a graceful aét for 
Austrians to express their approval of America’s 
strict neutrality by sending their cards to the em- 
bassy, from seven to eight thousand were re- 
ceived within a week, and hundreds of numerous- 
ly-signed memorials came from all parts of the 
Danubian monarchy. Regiments passing the em- 
bassy residence in the Alleegasse on their way to 
the Sudbahn station usually gave a marching sa- 


+ lute. 


At this time America was aiding suffeking hu- 
manity throughout the monarchy in all consistent 
ways, as it also was doing in’ Germany. The 
American Red Cross hospitals in Vienna and 
Budapest were characterized by the Authorities 
as models of perfection. Thousands of dollars 
were weekly transferred from America through 
the embassy for suffering Galicians, suffering 
}Poles, suffering Jews and almost every other race 
ground to the earth by the great conflict. Am- 
bulances and medical supplies donated by sym- 
pathetic Americans Were gratefully accepted by 
the Austrians, and on occasions thousands of poor 
of Vienna were fed by Americans, happy to re- 
lieve distress as an exponent of the Golden Rule. 
American surgeons and nurses worked without 
compensation on the fighting front, and one might 
have believed that a difference of opinion be- 
tween the great republic and the Hapsburg realm 
was utterly impossible. The United States army 
was represented for a year by four observers 
with the forces of Francis Joseph, and treated 
with fraternal consideration—while visiting Ger- 
man officers at the mess table frequently re- 
fused to shake hands with them and had their 
rudeness rebuked by Austrian commanders.

FUNK FALLS, Ill.—Responding to a request made 
upon it by the publisher, Col. Tom T. Thompson, the 
United States Government has taken over the Funk 

alls Herald, and is now directing ite publication. 
The proprietor is merely assured a reasonable return 
on his investment. The first edition under the new 
management came out today, and it attracted a great 
deal of attention. Col. Thompson says it is exactly 
the paper he has been getting out, and only seems 
different because the Government is doing it. The 
only person who doesn’t seem to be any too well 
pleased is the sheriff, who was getting ready to swoop 
down on the plant and take it over on behalf of its 
creditors. Everybody else seems happy enough, in- 
cluding the creditors. The first issue is a little heavy 
with Government documents, including speeches by 
the Congressman from this district; but it is a good 
paper, and is probably the beginning of Government 


’ ownership of the press. The employes all got a raise 


on Saturday night for the first time in the career of 
the paper, and a méchanic from the Government 
printing office at Washington overhauling the ma- 
chinery.

The titanic upheaval through which the world 
is passing is too stupendous for any mind ‘fully 
to comprehend, but if viewed from the right 
angle, it will seem a little less amazing and may 
be even partially understood. All of us can un- 
derstand the common motives of selshness, of 
greed, of ambition; these motives effect alike the 
meanest and the noblest of men. Let us consider 
them in connection with a few pages of history 
and see if some light is not thrown on the ques- 
tion what is. the real cause of the Worid war. 

Taught by the slow process of painful experi- 
ence, the average man has reached the conclusion 
that, considered even from a selfish viewpoint, it 
lis better for him to supply his wants by just 
rather than by unjust methods. But this has not 
always been the case, nor would it be so now 
were there no laws, no police to compel righteous 
conduct even from men not sensible enough to 


lienow that righteousness is best for them as well 


as for others. Where there are no laws, no po- 
lice, no restraint of some kind, nations as well 
as individuals are apt to go astray. 

Suppose, tor example, that New York had no 
police, or that the police were inefficient and un- 
able to cope with, say, some criminal from the 
Battery who should gather about him a band of 
fierce fighters and set up the doctrine that he 
had ‘a right,.to take whatever his strong arm 
could gain him. To law-abiding citizens in upper 
New York it would seem strange that men could 
prefer to live riotously by fighting rather than 
honestly. by working, but if the pursuance of this 
war-like policy brought great wealth and power 
to the district between Washinaton Square and 
the Battery is it not likely the people of that dis- 
trict would come in time to prpfer fighting to 
working?

Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas V. JDitt- 
linger of Austin, Texas, who were 
in Germany from the beginning of! 
the war until the latter part of last | 
September, are visiting at the home 
of Dittlinger’s brother, Dr. E. V. 
Dittlinger, 2920 Washington avenue. 

To relatives and friends, since he 
arrived here, Dittlinger has spoken 
‘freely of his experiences and observa- 
tions in Germany. He and his wife 
declare that thousands of old people 
are being permitted to die for lack 
of suitdble nourishment for the rea- 
son that they are too old to be of 
any assistance to Germany’s mili- 
tary enterprises. They declare that 
the death of Mrs. Dittlinger’s aged 
parents, shortly before Mr, and Mrs. 
Dittlinger left Germany, was due to 
refusal of the authorities to permit 
suitable food to be obtained for them, 
although Dittlinger was willing to 
pay any price for it. | 

Dittlinger, before the war, had ' 
business agencies which necesslitated 
frequent trips to Germany. He was 
on one of these trips, accompanied | 
by Mrs. Dittlinger, when the war 
began, and they were unable to get | 
out of the country. It was not until | 
Sept. 28 last that they were able to | 
get away. They arrived in New York | 
Dec. 26. 

The country, Dittlinger says, is in 
the grip of the war party and the 
munitions makers, with the Kaiser 
playing a minor role. There is 
great scarcity of food, he says, but 
with all waste prevented it is still 
able to hold out and maintain its 
armies. He believes that a great 
effort is to be made in the spring to 
break through on the western front, 
with Paris as the objective, and win | 
a decision before the United States | 
is able to be a factor.

laneum, Mo., to Valley Park, and be- 
came overnight the dominating fig- 
ure of that community. As is also 
known, he not only took charge of 
the old St. Louts Plate Glass Co.'s 
properties, which had fallen into dis- 
use, and restored the plant to activ- 
ity under the name of the Missouri 
Plate Glass Co., but also got control 
of the existing bank and trust com- 
pany of Valley Park and merged 
them into an institution called the 
Valley Park Bank. 

Bank and Water Plant Closed. 

Since the glass corporation has 


been closed by order of the State 
Bank Examiner, whose agents took 
charge to administer its affairs, and 
the waterworks of the town, a sub- 
Sidiary of the defunct glass corpora- 
tion, also was closed by the Federal 
Court. This sequence of reverses, 
coming within a period of eight 
months, was too much for the little 
town to bear and resulted ina de- 
crease in population from 1500 to 
900. 

The meteoric career of the enter- 
prise was replete with audacious 
transactions in high finance, accord-

This 
agreement was satisfactory to the 
promoters, who needed quick money. 

About 10 days later Livingston & 
Co. sent the corporation $35,000, 
which had been realized on some of 
the notes, and shortly thereafter 
President de Buchananne paid to 
the Pittsburg capitalists $55,000 on 
the properties of the St. Louis Plate 
Glass Co., which he had an option 
to purchase for $416,000 and had 
sold to the Missouri Plate Glass .Co., 
of which he ‘was president, for a 
stated consideration of $1,780,000.

“We have in the United States va- 
rious agencies, national end local, 
for the gathering of news, some of 
them purely co-operative, others in- 
dependent business ventures, the 
principal one, serving most of the 
leading papers with their general 
ews, being the Associated Press, a 
co-operative institution. A number 
of the states, some six or seven, have 
enacted statutes for the regulation 
of this service as being affected with 
a public interest, like the conduct of 
a railroad. The requirement of these 
statutes is that any and every news 
gathering agency shall supply its 
budget of news to any publisher in 
the State who may desire the same, 
and without discrimination as _ to 
price, method of supply or other- 
wise. These statutes have never 
been put into effect and they are 
clearly unconstitutional and entirely 
impracticable,” 

The importance of the newspaper 
in modern American life is stressed,

“By means of the war uses of the 
Central Powers, a total of 607,000 
gross tons of shipping useful to our 
enemies was sunk during the month 
of November. This increases our 
successes since the resumption of.un- 
restricted U-boat warfare to a total 
of 8,256,000 gross tons.’’ 

Comparative figures, showing ton- 
nage destroyed per month since Feb. 
1, this paper says, were as follows: 
February, 781,000 tons; March, 886,- 
000; April, 1,091,000; May, 869,000; 
June, 1,016,000; July, 842,600; Au- 
gust, 818,000; September, 672,000; 
October, 674,000; November, 607,- 
000. Total, 8,256,000 tons. 

“The grand total of shipping use- 
ful to our enemies destroyed since 
the outbreak of the war up to Nov. 
80 exceeds now 13,200,000 gross 
tons,” this newspaper declares. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
figures given out by the German Ad- 
miralty apply to gross tons, while 
those published by the British Gov- 
ernment apply to net tons. Taking 
one net ton as being equal to 1.7 
gross tons, the total of tonnage sunk 
since the resumption of unrestricted 
U-boat warfare up to Nov. 30 would 
amount to about 4,856,470 net tons.

Disclaiming any intention to. | 
censure the carriers, he said blame 
for not meeting the transportation 
situation rested upon them because 
of their failure to increase their fa- 
cilities in 1916 and 1917. In those 
years, he said, they spent less for 
improvements than in previous 
years, despite increased traffic. 

McAdoo urged that the appro- 
priation of $500,000,000 in the pill 
be retained to enable the Govern- 
ment to increase facilities or make 
| good deficiencies, although he hoped 


| the money for this. purpose. 


: With the approval of McAdoo an 
amendment to the railroad bill au- 
thorizing the President to make sep- 
arate arrangements for compensation 
with carriers which had to deal with 
abnormal financial conditions dur- 
ing the three-year period ending 
June 30, 1917, was presented today 
to the House Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The amendment is de- 
signed to meet the requirements o? 
the short lines. 


John Barton Payne, representing 
the Director-General, testified today 
before. the House committee that 
McAdoo claimed the right to fix rail- 
road rates under the proclamation 
of the President taking over the rail- 
roads. 


McAdoo said that certain so-called 
short line railroads would be released 
from Government operation as soon 
as investigations now under way dé- 
termined it was not necessary. 

“As far as I can seé in three weeks’ 
preliminary investigation,” said Mc- 

Adoo, “I don’t contemplate taking 
over any roads not necessary for the 
Government’s war purposes, and if 
some interests necessarily get hurt by 
it, they will have to stand it.” 

McAdoo was told by Senators 
that small, independent short lines 
feared bankruptcy if the Govern- 
ment took control of the large trunk 
lines, and that the Government 
should take over all railroads, large 
or small. 


; 


' “Tt can’t tell yet,”” McAdoo replied, 
'“what will be essential for the pur- 
poses of the war. The treasury, 
already overburdened. can’t be called 
upon to reimburse for real, imag- 
inary or indirect injury. I don’t 
think the Government should draft 
|into its service a needless railroad 
‘any more than it should draft a 
|cripple* into the military service: 
‘There is no intention to do any in- 
| justice to the short lines. They will 
be helped as far as possible con- 
sistent with the needs of the nation.

OF GASOLINE. NOW 


Instead of curtailing»the use. of 
motor vehicles as has been neces- 
sary in England and France to con- 
serve gasoline for .milltary. «ges, 
American car and truck owners will 
be doing their country a service by 
using their machines to the fullest 
extent for the relief of passenger, 
freight and express traffic on the rail- 
roads in the United States, accord- 
ing to the Petroleum War Service 
Committee. of the Council of National 
Defense, 

The gasoline situation, which 
threateneq last summer to result in 
a =n has changed radically. 
Gasoline ‘economy due to the cam- 
Paigns recently encouraged by the U. 
S. Bureau of Mines, the drilling of 
new oil wells, increased production of 
gasoline by the “cracking process” 
decreased use of automobiles during 
severe winter weather and lack of 
shipping facilities for export to Europe 
have combined to cause consumption 
to fall below production. The reserve 
supply accumulating will tax storage 
facilities to the utmost before the 
winter is over. 


A statement issued by the Petro- 
leum War Service Committée indicates 
that it is desirable to use gasoline for 
power purposes to insure continuous 
and ample production of fuel oil for 
the navy. Gasoline is in the nature 
of a by-product of fuel oil, which is 
used also in merchant ships, muni- 
tions factories and other industrial 
plants.

POLICE WILL ENFORCE 
NEW HEADLIGHT .LAW 


Practically all of the accessory 
houses in St. Louis are swamped with 
orders for headlight lenses which will 
comply with the new state law which 
becomes effective January 21. This 
law is very specific in requiring that 
all automobile headlights must be 
dimmed by the use of headlight glass- 
es which are either etched or ground 
or corrugated so as to diffuse the 
light and prevent the glaring beam 
which blinds other motorists and 
pedestrians. 

According to the police department 
of St, Louis it is the intention to en- 
force this new regulation as soon a3 
it becomes effective on January 31. 
The police authorities believe that 
motorists of the city have had knowl- 
edge for ten months of the require- 
ments of this law and that should be 
sufficient for them. 

It is understood that the street de- 
partment will co-operate with the po- 
lice department in making the test of 
headlights beginning February 1, and 
that headlight glasses which do not 
conform to the ‘strict provisions of 


the law will be forbidden.

Hickey Says A.A. 
Clubs Expect to 
Have Good Year 


Military Training for Players 
¢ Will Be Carried Out in 


the Association. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—-Military 
training of baseball players will be 
carried out in the American Associa- 


tion next season, Thomas J. Hickey, 
president of the league, announced 
tonight. Efforts probably will be 
made to have the War Department 
detail military instructors with each 
of the eight clubs. These details will 
be mapped out at the schedule meet- 
ing of the association to be held fn } 
Milwaukee next month. 

President Hickey said the associa- 
tion faces every pfospect of a suc- 
cessful season, degpite the war, but 
at the same time “will always be 
ready and only too willing to be gov- 
erned by the wishes of the Govern- 
ment and it’s needs.”’ 

“We look forward to a good year,” 
he said. “The people have become s0 
accustomed to baseball that I think 
they would be lost without it. The 
1917 season was good considering all 
conditions. Naturally, after war was 
declared, the excitement following, 
occasioned by the efforts toward en- 
listments, diverted the attention of 
the people from their regular chan- 
nels, causing them temporarily to for- 
get amusements and recreation. 
“People must have some kind of 
outdoor amusement. Some play golf, 
some tennis, others motor. But the 
masses enjoy baseball. It {s truly the 
American game The Federal Adminis- 
tration has approved the game. We 
drilled our players in military tactics 
last season and will do it again next 
year.” 

As an argument that people want 
baseball as a war-time sport, Presi- 
dent Hickey referred to the situation 
in Toronto, Can., which last season 
won the International league pennant. 

‘“Toronte had the best year in its 
history,” he sald, “in face of the fact 
that Canada has been deeply in the 
war for more than three years and 
that 10 per cént of Toronto’s popula- 
tion ts in the military service. This 
shows plainly that the people want 
recreation—and that baseball is the 
kind they like. 

“We will start the 1918 season with 
as strong an organization as ever and 
will maintain the usual high standard 
of the game as long as the people 
want it.” 

Legislation barring the “Spit-ball” 
and other freak deliveries was a step 
toward improving the game, President 
Hickey believes.

CURLEYHEAD.—Here is a man’s 
way with curly hair: Part your hair 
on the other side. It will resist the 
process forcibly, but with persis- 
tence it will be reduced to docillity 
‘In about a week; thereafter for 
about 2 months it will be found that 
every particle of curl has vanished. 
After about 2 months more the hair 
will start to curl again, when the 
parting must be once more trans- 
ferred. 

AMY.—There is some uncertainty 
as to satisfactory results in use of 
henna as a dye for hair. Henna 
paste ig made by reducing the dfied 
leaves tc a coarse podwer and mix- 
ing with hot water. When used 
alone it turns white. hair -to fine 
golden red. To produce clear brown 
in 1 hour, mix 1 qt. henna into a 
paste with 3 parts indigo, also re- 
duced to a paste. The paste is ap- 
plied all over hafr from roots to 
tip, left on % hour or longer, ac- 
cording to natural color of hair; 
then washed off. The coveted tftian 
red is produced by the Oriental 
honey paste, which contains these in- 
gredients: Powdered henna %\ Ib., 
acetic acid 4 drams, white honey 4 
drams, powdered rhubarb 4 drams. 
Hot water sufficient to form a paste. 
Apply as directed for the forego- 
ing. Long ends of hair should be 
fastened in strands upon the head 
after it is thoroughly covered with 
paste and left for 2 hours to dry. 
It should be washed off in several 
waters softened. A recent writer 
says: Henna is a dye. Its use in 
obtaining a blond color for the hair 
and beard is of great antiquity, and 
it is still comon in the East. The 
process of dyeing with henna is 
difficult and should be performed 
by an expert... It gives to blond hair 
a reddish tinge, with black hair the 
shade ranges from fawn to a ma- 
hogany color; white hair becomes a 
reddish blond. A difference in col- 
or results also in hair which is of 
different textures and fineness. 
After having once been dyed with 
henna, it will take several years 
before the hair returns to its nat- 
ural color. Henna has not an un- 
favorable effect on the hair, but 
renders it soft and brilliant. It 
cannot be said to bleach it, but real- 
ly colors or dyes it. 


CHERRY.—Brown aplotches are 
usually what is known as “moth,” 
and if examined under a microscope 
will be found to resemble the mil- 
dew that is foand on anything left 
damp and rolled away from the-air. 
They many times are caused by a 
torpid condition of the liver, and so 
ean be cured by the regular use of 
same ent that causes that organ 
to regam its activity. For this, none 
is quite so g90d as pure olive oil in 
small doses; taken regularly for 
years, if ‘need be: anyway, for. as 
long as a’suspicion of such splotches

A considerable portion of his 
narrative, embodied in a book, “Facing the Hinden- 
burg Line” (Revell), is devoted to the American van- 
guard now training overseas, Several incidents are 
cited herewith: 
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NE day one of our boys with a German 
name stood watching a group of Boche 
prisoners file by, when suddenly his 
eyes met those of his own brother 
among the Huns. The American sol- 
dier shouted. his brother’s name: and 
thus violated the rule that none but of- 

ficers may communicate with prisoners. He found 

himself, therefore, in difficulties with the French. 

When, however, he explained the circumstances, an 
exception was made, and he was allowed to hold a few 
minutes’ conversation with his brother. Then the 
prisoner moved away with the file, and the great gulf 
of the world war yawned again between the two.

And in a week or so, according to the story, he 
came out with the gun they wanted. The man was 
John M. Browning, and the transcendental weapon 
was the Browning machine gun. 

The only trouble with all that is that, like so many 
other good stories, it never happened at all, accord- 
ing to the say-so of Secretary Baker, Gen. Crozier 
and other War Department officials. 

But, say those who best know the gun wizard and 
his achievements, it might have happened, and point 
out that nearly every notable improvement in small- 
caliber firearms made in this country in the last gen- 
eration was due to his genius, though -his connection 
with it never reached the ears of the public. Here is 
a brief account of his career, as given by his son: 

“My father’s ability must have been inherited. His 
father; Jonathan Browning, operated a small gun 
shop in Council Bluffs from about ’47 until °52, mak- 
ing- guns for the pioneers who were pushing west- 
ward. Later, this shop with its primitive equip- 
ment was moved to Ogden, which became the family 
home. My father grew up in the little shop, and as 
a boy built up effective arms from discarded parts on 
the scrap pile. 

“Before he was 14 he had whittled out of wood two 
or three original designs of breech mechanisms for 
rifles. There, too, on the small foot lathe which his 
father had hauled across the plains in an ox wagon, 
he made tae modei of his first arm which was put on 
the market, a single-shot. rifle of solid construction. 
It attracted the attention of the Winchester company, 
the patents were purchased; and it was henceforth 
known as the Winchester single-shot rifle, mane | in 
many calibers, from .22 up to .46.

This model — 
broke all records in the-production of small arms, 


over a million having been made in one caliber, with- 


out a change of any kind up to 1914. It was sold in 
all parts. of the world and was the arm used by the 
Servian who assassinated the Austrian Archduke at 
Sarajevo and thereby precipitated the war. 
“Following this came other models, including the 
vest-pocket .25, the .38 in pocket and military models, 
an improved .32 and the .45 caliber. These models © 
were made by the Fabrique Nationale in Liege and by 
the Colt company in the United States, all the auto- 
matic pistols bearing the names of these companies — 
being my father’s inventions. The .45-caliber pistol 
was adopted in competitive test by our Government in 
1911 for the army, navy and national guard and is now © 
being produced in large numbers for our new army. 
“In the late ’90s, also, my father developed the first 
automatic shotgun ever made, which has been pro~ 


duced in large numbers by the Fabrique Natiofale and 


in the United States by the Remington Arms Co. A 
short time later he developed the first automatic re- 
peating rifle, which was manufactured by the same

HE first photograph of the memoriu! 
provided by Congress to Prof. Wil~< 
liam Chanvenet, chief worker in 
the establishment of the United 
States Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
has been received in St. Louis. The 
memorial, which is in the form of a 

pedis tablet, occupies a place to the right of the 

entrance lobby of the naval academy library. 

The upper half is a bas relief ofthe distinguished 

scientist, who at the tiire of his death was chan- 

céllor of Washington University in St. Louis, and — 
the lower half bears the following inscription:

An interesting fact in connection with the in- 
scription is that as originally written the word 
“chiefly” was used instead of “largely.” The 
change was made by the Committee on Memorials 
of the Navy Board, whose head at the time the 
memorial idea was approved was Capt. Eberle. There 
has been little disposition among authorities, . however, 
to question the value of Prof. Chauvenet’s work for the 
academy or to deny him the major part of the credit 
for its establishment. The academy alumni long sup- 
ported the proposal to give public recognition of Prof. 
Chauvenet’s services and at the alumni dinner of 1890 
Admiral 8S. R. Franklin said: 

-‘Chauvenet, more than any other man, is entitled 
to the title of father of the naval academy.” 

William H. Taft, while President of the United 
States, told a graduating class at Annapolis. that 
Chauvenet was the originator of the idea of the naval 
academy, and referred in the same connection to the 
fact that he was one of the eight founders of Skull and 
Hones at Yale. 

Prof. Cheuvenet did not himself chante to have been 
the first to proposé a schecul on land for the technical 
training of naval cadets, but there is evidence that he 
‘was the most important factor in the movement of the 
early ‘403 which resulted in 1845 in the naval academy 
at Anuapolis, on the site of what had been the military 
post at Fort Severn.. It was he who drew up a ten- 
tative two-year course of study and obtained _its-ap- 
Proval by two Secretaries of the Navy, and it was his 
pian for the establishment of the academy which 
finally won the approval of naval officers as wel as 
@f Secretary Bancroft and went through. He was 
@ member of the first faculty of the school, became 
President of the academic board and. throughout his 
connection with it he was the most prominent of the 
academic staff. He was professor at various times of 
mathematics, astronomy, navigation and surveying. 

In a letter which he wrote in 1860 Prof. Chauvenet 
gecorded a fact which ae said was not well known then 
that as early as 1825-an attempt was made to estab- 
Bish a naval academy and that a bill making such pro- 
wision actually was passed by one branch of Congress. 
En this letter he indicated that the long delay in ob- 
falaing an efficient school for midshipmen was due, 
gm the one hand, to opposition in Congress, in which 
gt one time a strong minority was even trying to re- 
@uee the appropriations for the maintenance of West 
Pollut. and on the other to the belief in naval circles 
that the proper place for a midshipman to prepare him- 
s«'f for his profession was on board a man-of4yar in 
active service. In the latter connection it was held 
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‘he was absent from his duties a vear. 
pairment of his health began in 1869 and he resigned .

as an axiom that the youth could not be sent on board 


at too early an age if he were to be thoroughly imbued 
with a taste for service. 

Prot. Chauvenet and others admitted this course 
had advantages, but contended they were obtained at 
the sacrifice of mental discipline, which could be 
given only in a school, and the two ideas were com- 
promised at Annapolis.* Prof. Chauvenet related in 
the letter already referred to that when he went to 
Philadelphia to teach mathematics at the Naval Asy- 
lum, where a preparatory school for midshipmen had 
been established, with an eight-month course, he found 
the apparatus of the school to consist of one worn-out 
circle of reflexion and a small blackboard, not even 
fastened to the wall, but resting on the floor in a dark 
basement room of the asylum, where ‘informal and ir- 
regular recitations were held. 

Prof. Chauvenet’s father was a native of France and 
his mother an American woman. The father had been 
a silk manufacturer in France, later a silk imperter in 


Boston, was ruined by the treachery of a partner, be-. 


came a Penhsylvania farmer and afterward moved to 
Philadelphia, from where William Chauvenet was. sent 
to Yale and graduated with the class of 1840. 
became assistant to Prof. Alexander D. Bache. at 
Girfird College and aided him in his meteorological ob- 
servations for a time, but in 1841 was appointed math- 
ematical professor in the United States navy. For 
some months he pursued his work on board the Unit- 
ed States steamer Missifsippi and then was sent to 


‘Philadelphia. 


In 1885, after he had been at Artnapolis 10 years, he 
was offered and declined the chair of mathematics at 
Yale. Four years later the same university offered 
him the professorship of astronomy and natural phil- 
osophy, but believing he would have a larger field 
of usefulness in St. Louis, he accepted the chair of 
mathematics at Washington University. He at once 
gained the esteem and confidence of those with whom 
he was associated, and in 1862 was chosen chancellor 
of the university. His health began to fail in 5864 and

The 
resignations were not accepted,.and he still retained 
the title of chancellor when he died in St. Paul.

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HOW DEWEY NARROWLY 
ESCAPED EXPULSION 
FROM NAVAL ACADEMY 


HE baitle of Manila Pay was neariy 
i lost to the United States under a 
cherry tree on the campus at An- 
napolis; at any rate, it was there 
or thereabouts that George Dewey came 
within a hair's breadth of depriving him- 
self of the glory of winning it.: He was a 
cadet at the naval academy then, and Sam- 
uel H. Chauvenet, now a Peunsylvania steel 
man, was 7 years old and residing at the 
academy with his father, William Chauve- 
net, who was chairman of the academy 
board, and who afterward became chancel- 
lor of Washington University, St. Louis. 
Young Chauvenet was comfortably munch. 
ing fruit in one of the cherry trees which 
bordered the campus and parade ground 
when Dewey came along. Chauvenet huried 
a cherry which spotted Dewey’s immaculate 
white duck suit and so angered him that he . 
dragged the lad from the tree and chastised 
him severely, leaving Bruises on his body. 
The boy’s mother. was furious at Dewey 
and insisted over and over again that he be 
‘expelled from the academy. It was a con- 
siderable time before the elder Chauvenet 
was able to prevail upon her to be content 
with a guardhouse sentence. The story is 
vouched for by William. M. Chauvenet of St. 
Louis, brother of the lad who all but caused 
Dewey to be a civilian instead of a naval 
hero.

As a scientist and scientific writer Prof. Chau- 
venet was widely known both in this country and 
abroad. One of his several treatises, a work on 
methods of using astronomical instruments, after 
nearly 60. years is still the textbook of technical 
astronomers in Yerkes and every other large as- 
tronomical observatory in the country. His tris- 
onometry, published in 1850, was in use in Wash- 
ington University until about 10 years ago, when 
it was put aside for a somewhat less technical 
treatise, and his elementary geometry, of 1870, 
was long used in the public schools here. 

Prof. Chauvenet was married in Philadelphia the 
year he was graduated from Yale to Miss Katherine 
Hemple. She survived him until 1907. There are four 
living children—Regis and Hemple Chauvenet, who 
life in the East; William M. Chauvenet, a mining 
engineer, chemist and assayer in St. Louis, and the 
widow of Prof. Edward S. Holden, noted scientist. 
who placed the famous Alvin Clark telescope in the 
naval observatory at Washington and did other dis 
tinguished work. She resides in Pennsylvania. 


The first movement to gain recognition from Con- 
gress of Prof. Chauvenet’s connection with the foun. 
dation and conduct of the naval academy was in 1906, 
when Secretary Bonaparte recommended in his an- 
nual report to Congress that some action be taken. 
He went out of office and the matter, was dropped, 
not to be renewed until 10 years later, when it 
was carried through and the work of preparing a 
bronze tablet placed in the hands of a Washington 
‘Members of Prof. Chauvenet’s family fee! 
that recognition of his work would have come earlier 
but for the fact that he was a civilian. 


A movement was started when the high school. ob 
Union avenue was built here to have it named for 
him, but persons who had known him withdrew 
their efforts in that direction upon the death of Prof. . 
Soldan, and approved the proposal. that the school 
should be named for the latter. Another movement to 
have a school named for Prof. Chauvenet is now in 
contemplation. 


In 1916, at the navai academy, there was formed a 
scientific society made up of men of high attainments 
in mathematics and physics. Its head is Prof. Ralph 
E.- Root, who holds the chair of mathematics and 
physics at the academy. It was named the Chanve- 
net Society. Prof. Root, in a letter to William M. 


-Chauvenet, declared that the members of the organ. 


ization were proud to have the privilege of having it 
bear his father’s name.

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. Of course, they talk of nothing else at every meal 
here now but the Archduke’s murder.

Evening.

We drove out through Potsdam in the direction of 
Brandenburg and lunched in the woods at Potsdam 
by the lake the Marmor Palais is on. Kloster stared 
at this across the water while he ate, and the sight 
of it tinged his speech regrettably. Herr von Inster,

There 
were jays, and magpies, and woodpeckers, and little 
tiny birds like finches that kept on repeating in a mo- 
notonous sweet pipe the opening bar of the Beethoven 
C minor Symphony No. 5. We met nobody the whole 
way except a man with a cartload of wood, who greet- 
ed the Oberforster with immense respect, and some 
dilapidated little children picking wild strawberries. 
I wanted to remark on their dilapidation, which 
seemed very irregular in this well-conducted country, 
but thought I had best leave reasoned conversation | 
alone till I've had time to learn more German, which 
I'm going to do diligently here, and till the Oberforster 
has discovered he needn't shout in order to make me 
understand. Sitting so close to my ear, when he shout- 
ed into it it was exactly as though someone had hit 
me, and hurt just*as much. 


He is a huge, raw-boned man, with the flat-backed 


. head and protruding ears so many Germans have. 


What is it that-is left out of their heads, | wonder? 
His moustache is like the Kaiser's, and he looks rather 
a fine figure of a man in his gray-green forester's uni- 
form and becoming slouch hat with a feather stuck in 
it. Without his hat he is less impressive, because of 
his head. I suppose he has to have a head, but if he 
didn’t have to he'd be very good looking. 

This is such a sweet place, little mother. I've got the ~ 
dearest little clean bare bedroom, so attractive after 
the grim splendors of my drawing room-bedroom at 
Frau Berg's. You can’t think how lovely it is being 
here after the long hot journey. It's no fun traveling 
alone in Germany if you're a woman. I was elbowed 
about and pushed out of the way at stations by any 
men and boys.there were as if 1 had been an ownerless 
trunk. Bither that, or they stared incredibly, and 
said things. One little boy he couldn't have been 
more than 10—winked at me and whispered something 
about kissing. The station at Stettin was horrible, 
much worse than the Berlin one. I don't know where 
they all came from, the crowds of hooligan boys, just 
below military age, and extraordinarily disreputable 
and insolent. To add to the confusion on the platform 
there were hundreds of Russians and Poles with their 
families and bundles—I as*ed my porter who they 
were, and he told me—being taken from one place 
where they had been working in the fields to another 
place, shepherded by a German overseer with a fierce 
dog and a revolver; very poor and ragged, all of them, 
but gentle, and, compared to the Germans, of beautiful 
manners; and there were a good many officers—it was 
altogether the most excited station I've seen, I think 
and they stared, too, but I’m certain that if I had been « 
in a difficulty and wanted help they would have — 
walked away.
